Repats from Japan, both British 
and Canadian, are given a little 
extra treat in that they receive a 
small paper bag containing tea 
bags and e- couple of lumps of 
sugar. “We are working on our 
second thousand tea bags,” Mrs 
Paterson said 

Impressive figures are also fur- 
nished by the local group of the 
Red Cross Association, who report 
that they have met 124 trains in 
October, made up of 193 regulars 
12 westbound troop specials and 
nine eastbound prisoner-of-war 
trains 


VETERANS GREETED 


They have greeted 2,901 navy, 
army and air force veterans, as dis- 
tinguished from 2.389 Japanese re- 
pats and 104 hospital cases from 
the Nipponese prison camps. 

Cigarettes, matches, gum and 
chocolate bars in attractive paper 
bags are given out at each train, 
and 5.394 of them have been re- 
ceived by returned men.

TODAY'S MESSAGE | 


The Danger of Scandal 


TENDENCY in some quarters is to point the finger of 
scorn at those who have the reputation of being assidu- 
ous churchgoers but are also known as mean, under-handed, 
and greedy in their relations with others. The critics are no 
doubt justified in excoriating hypocrisy, but it is neither 
fair or logical to imply, as they so often do, that because 


there are bad Christians, Christianity itself has failed. 


There is no need to stress the fallacy of this assumption. 
Even among the first thirteen chosen by Christ there were 
two who betrayed Him, one out of weakness and the other 
out of greed; “and vet the church prospered. What does 
need to be stressed very much, however, is the tragedy of 
Christians giving scandal by their failure to act at all 
times as truth and conscience demand. By sins against 
charity and justice, they furnish ammunition for skeptics 
who profess to see many Christians in the world but no 
Christianity. 

It is a commonplace observatiof that a thousand deeds 
of virtue may go unnoticed while a single sin may set the 
world a-gog. This does not suggest that individual Chris- 
tians should be less concerned over leading good lives, but 
rather that they should ponder more the fact that a single 
sin may reach out and become magnified, like the ripples 
ofa pool in which a pebble is dropped, until its consequences 
are incalculable. Sin breeds’ misery and fear in the world, 
but when it bears the stamp of Christian authorship it 
becomes pregnant also with the poison of scandal, 

In all Christian churches today, a social challenge is 
being sounded. There is a need for Christians who will not 
only uphold the letter of the Christian law, but will carry 
its spirit more ardently and resolutely into their daily 
lives: who will convince the scoffers and skeptics that 
Christianity is not only a way to individual salvation, but 
a force that reaches out to the suffering and dispossessed, 
seeking to create a lasting brotherhood from which none 
shall be excluded

AURICH, Germany, Nev. 3, — 
(CP) — Canada’s war crimes In- 
vestigation unit, which is press- 
ing charges against SS. Maj.-Gen. 
Kurt Meyer for directly or indir- 
ectly causing the murder of 48 
Canadian prisoners of war, is 
continuing to conduct investiga- 
tions both on the Continent and in 
the United Kingdom. 

Constant liaison also is maintain- 
ed with a similar unit at defence 
headquarters at Ottawa which quiz- 
zes enemy prisoners now in Canada 


and the United States and inter- 
views repatriated Canadian ex-

Evidence was given by Roy 
Sutberland, train engineer; Fred 
Smith, conductor; Gordon McNab 
fireman; Carl Kulak, drayman, who 
witnessed the accident, and others 
who saw the collision: Melvin Ku 
lak, Albert Steinmitz and Peter 
Getzinger; and by Const. J. R. Gai- 
braith, RCMP, who investigated 
and submitted nine photographs of 
th scene, for the jury's informa- 
tion 

Text of the verdict follows: 

“The deceased, Norman Hop- 
kins of Holborn, Alta., died in the 


proxifhately 4:30 p.m. Oct. 25, 
1945. At 1:30 p.m. the same day 
he had been driving’ a truck in a 
southerly direction at a point near 

Stony Plain, Alta. 

“At a railway crossing at that 
point, the truck was struck by a 
CNR passenger train proceeding 
west. The deceased was unconsci 
ous and died as above. Cause of 
death, broken backbone and mul- 
iple injuries. From the evidence, 
no blame is attached to the train 
crew

No child can escape hearing the 
Santa Claus legend. During the 
holidays he runs into half a doten 
red-coated, obese, white-whiskered 
gentlemen, who deferentially ask 
him what he wants for Christmas 
He sees pictures of Santa in books 
and reads stories about him. Some 
one is always sure to whisper to 
him that he must be a very good 
little boy or Santa will forget him. 

Every parent must make up her 
mind to tell the story in her own 
way, or disillusion- the child.

Every country tells the story of 
some sort of mysterious gift-giver 
that is probably the out-growth of 
the old-time monk whose heart was 
so soft for the needs and desires of 
children. The story is told in each | 
ccuntry differently and the names 
are different, but the idea is the | 
same 

Our Santa Claus is likewise tradi- 

nal with us. He is a jolly old man 
who, along with his wife, works all 
through the year to make the toys 
that he distributes at Christmas. He 
comes down the chimney after the 
children are asleep and then skips | 
away and is never seen or heard | 
from again until the following vear. 
No doubt “The Night Before Christ- | 
mas” has furnished countless par- 
ents with more of the story's details 
they might otherwise possess. 

There are certain to be confus- 
ions, principally the numbers of 
Santas, all of different aspect. Not, 
though, if the child knows these to 
be real persons playing Santa.

Tri-facial neuralgia is also called 
tie douloureux and although it is 
not a disease but only a symptom 
it has come to be regarded almost 
as a disease entity. 

t is manifested by sharp, burn- 
ing, cutting stabs of pain along the 
course of a nerve. The pain usually 
comes on in spasms rather than 
steadily, and affects one side of the 
face 

This disturbance is more common 
among women than among men and 
usually appears between the ages 
of 35 and 45 

It may be hard for the patient to 
believe that the primary cause of 
facial neuralgia generally comes 
from an irritation in the alimentary 
canal. There nearly always a 
cefinite source of irritation located 
in the stomach or intestines even 
though it may not seem possible to 
the patient that this is causing a 
pain located in the side of the face 

The chief symptom is pain, gen- 
erally limited to one side of the 
face. In describing the pain, I have 
heard many patients say it reminds 
them of a hot knife going through 
the flesh. 

As a general rule the pain comes 
on suddenly without any exciting 
cause to explain it, although it may 
seem to be brought on by exposure 
te cold. by emotional! strain. by an

| peated from time to time and even- 
tually the periods between attacks 
and to become shorter. ; 

I find that the patient with any
